FY 2018 Green Community Grant

a) Grant in the amount of $248,702 received by the Town. This is in addition to
another $40,373 from National Grid and $8,400 from Columbia Gas for
energy incentives.

b) Selectboard signed a contract on September 17, 2018 with PVPC to help with
the administrative reporting at a cost of $6,375.
